CSULB alumnus makes headlines in ‘The Daily Show: 


Travon Free writes 
for the show in New 
York City.

Like any other Cal State Long 
Beach student, alumnus Travon Free 
used to have his writing overseen by 
professors in the classroom. 

Now, six years later, it’s overseen 
by Jon Stewart in New York City. 

Free, who graduated from CSULB 
in 2007 with a bachelor’s degree in 
criminal justice, started as a writer 
for “The Daily Show” late last year 
after applying for the position in the 
summer: 

Free said that after college, he 
wanted to eventually take on a writ- 
ing career in comedy TV, though at 
one point in his life he “didn’t pay at-

tention” to his interest in comedy or 
writing. 

Instead, Free devoted the majority 
of his time to something else: basket- 
ball. 


Free “got to [Cal State Long 


Beach] through basketball,” receiv- 
ing a full-ride basketball scholarship 
to CSULB, he said: But his college 
basketball career was cut short in his 
sophomore year due to knee surgery, 
disabling him from continuing with 


the team. 

“It’s one of those things where ... 
when that’s taken away from you, it’s 
like losing a part of yourself,’ Free 
said. “Because you’ve never given 
time or energy in that capacity to 
anything else, you think, ‘What else 
am I good at?’” 

With the help of his counselor and 
CSULB film and electronic arts pro- 
fessor Brian Lane, though, Free said 
he found a talent for stand-up comedy 
and comedy writing. 

“I never. for one minute felt that 
[Free] was new to it,” Lane said. “He 
hadn’t done it, but I felt that in a past 
life he had done it for sure. He had the 
God-given natural talent to be a com- 
edy writer.” 

Free’s involvement in comedy writ- 
ing didn’t stop with his graduation 


from CSULB. Last April he performed * 


a stand-up and improv comedy show 
with Rob Kutner, who wrote for “The 
Daily Show” at the time but has since

Beachboard 
presents 
faculty and 
students with 
problems 


The online learning 
site went offline for the 
past two days.

The new school year is just two 
weeks old, but the same old issues are 
already cropping up with Beachboard. 

The online learning system has been 
largely, offline since Tuesday, with stu- 
dents and faculty unable to access im- 
portant class material this week. 

Paul Quebaba, a student support 
representative at Cal State Long Beach 
instructional technology support ser- 
vices, said the problem was due to serv- 
er issues at Desire2Learn, the company 
that powers Beachboard. 

“It’s not something we can solve on 


_ our end,” Quebaba said. “We are get- 


ting word that Beachboard should be 
back online later tonight. This is one of 
the longer outages we’ve had.” 

CSULB has used Desire2Learn 
since 2010, and the company also cre- 
ated the foundation for the CSULB mo- 
bile app. 

Faculty and students at CSULB said 
they have become increasingly frus- 
trated as the Beachboard problems 
drag on, especially at the beginning of 
the semester when instructors upload 
important documents and syllabi on- 
line. Senior marketing major Ashley 
Talley said that she was able to access 
Beachboard on Tuesday night but only 
after an hour of trying to log on. 

“None of my classes gave out a hard- 
copy syllabus,” she said. “They are all 
online, so I can’t get them.” 

Pari Kasliwal, an economics lectur- 
er, said he had similar issues with the 
online system. 

“TJ assign homework on Beachboard, 
and I’m not able to do that,” Kasliwal 
said. “It means I have to change my 
class schedule now.’ Everything will 
have to be pushed back a week.” 

But Kasliwal also said that he has 
never before encountered such prob- 
lems with the website. 

“Tt is a great system when it works, 
but when it does not work, it is equally 
as bad,” he said. “I think it is a testa- 
ment to how much we depend on tech- 
nology like this now.”

US judges give California six more months 
to bring inmate, prisoner population down 


Three weeks after Gov. Jerry Brown 
declared the state’s prison overcrowd- 
ing criSis over, a court of three federal 
judges said Tuesday that state officials 
can have six more months to reduce 
the inmate population to the previously 
ordered level. 

The judges noted that California 
officials have said they cannot meet the 
court’s June 30 deadline for reducing 
its population to 137.5 percent of de- 
sign capacity, but the officials believe 
they can hit that mark by Dec. 31. 

“Accordingly, this court modifies 
the June 30, 2011, order by granting 
defendants a six-month extension in 
which to comply with its terms and 
provisions,” said the order from 9th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals Judge 
Stephen Reinhardt, U.S. District Judge 
Lawrence K. Karlton of Sacramento 
and US. District Judge Thelton E. 
Henderson of San Francisco. 

Karlton and Henderson have over- 


seen years of litigation aimed at bring- 


ing the level of mental and medical 
health care for inmates up to consti- 
tutional standards. Following a trial, 
the three-judge court appointed by the 
9th Circuit’s chief judge ruled that the 
crowded conditions of the state’s 33 
adult prisons were the primary reason 
for the unconstitutional care. 

Prisoners were jammed into areas of 
the prisons not designed for housing. 
At some points, the number of inmates 
ballooned to double the designed

capacity, and the U.S. Supreme Court 
endorsed the three-judge court’s order. 
Since the governor instituted his 
so-called realignment program a year 
ago to divert nonviolent, nonserious 
offenders to county jurisdictions, the 
state has made progress cutting the 
prison population, but Brown said 
he cannot release additional inmates 
without putting the public at risk. 

’ Corrections officials indicated they 
are pleased with Tuesday’s order but 
are still not satisfied. 

“We are pleased the court recognized 
that releasing thousands of inmates to 
reach the arbitrary population cap by 


June would have jeopardized public safe- 
ty,” the state Department of Corrections 
and Rehabilitation said in a statement. 
“However, we believe the court 
should go further and terminate the 
population cap entirely, as CDCR is 
providing a constitutional level of 
health care at current population levels. 
It’s important to point out that the state 
has reduced the prison population by 
more than 43,000 inmates since 2006, 
and has spent billions of dollars to im- 
prove the delivery of care to inmates.”

moved to “Conan.” 

In late June, Free sent a message 
to Kutner on Twitter, asking about 
the “The Daily Show” even though 
he had no intention of applying to be- 
come a writer. 

“It was really just me wanting to 
see what it was like, because it was 
my favorite show,” Free said. “Since I 
was 18, I was a huge fan of the show.” 

Free said he was more than sur- 
prised when Kutner replied to his 
message, saying that he would have 
the head writer email him. 

“I was like, ‘Whoa, that’s pretty 
huge. I don’t know if that’s a good 
idea,” Free said. “And a week later, the 
head writer emailed me saying they’re 
looking for a new writer, and it was the 
longest, scariest email I’ve ever read.” 

For the next two weeks, Free locked 
himself in his apartment and dove into 
writing multiple scripts to later submit 
to “The Daily Show.” Throughout the 
submissions process, he was required 
to write four scripts in all, one of which 
he had to write in 24 hours. 

“When you submit to the show, 
you’re doing all of that on your own,” 
Free said. “There’s no Jon Stewart 
telling you what to write about.” 

After making it through the sub- 
mission rounds, Free initially lost 
the writing position to someone 
else, but he said the producers liked 
his submission enough to keep in 
contact with him. They asked him 
to fly to New York during the first 
week of October to meet with Jon 
Stewart.

Then, after a taping of “The Daily 
Show” on Oct. 4, Stewart offered a 
writing job to Free. 

“It was unreal,’ Free said. “I 
couldn’t even feel my body... | wasn’t 
prepared for that to happen ... I called 
my mom and told her what happened. 
Then I realized I was, like, stand- 
ing in the middle of the street on the 
phone with my mom, crying.” 

Free moved from Los Angeles to 
New York City three weeks later, the 
day before Hurricane Sandy hit the 
city. Now he spends each day writing 
“headlines,” or actual scripts, for the 
show with nine other writers. 

“We get assigned those in the 
morning meeting,” Free said. “[We] 
meet with Jon [Stewart] in the middle 
of the day, go over what he wants to 
change, go back, write it again. He re- 
hearses it, and around four [we] do a 
final rewrite.” 

In addition to his work in stand-up 
comedy and writing, Free has main- 
tained his own blog and written a book 
called “Stop Hetero-Supremacy.” 

As advice, Free said that anyone 
hoping to become a comedy writer 
should align. themselves with tal- 
ented people and use their Twitter 
accounts to talk to TV writers and 
producers instead of “people like 
Kim Kardashian.” He also said hope- 
ful writers have to trust that they’re 
doing the right thing by pursuing 
comedy writing.

LBSU beats Cal Baptist 
before facing nation’s best 


The 49ers defeated 
the Lancers 3-1 and 
will take on Nov 1 BYU 
this weekend.

The Long Beach State men’s volley- 
ball team took down No. 14 Cal Baptist 
in four grueling sets Tuesday evening 
and will finsh the week by playing top- 
ranked Brigham Young on the road. 

Junior Taylor Crabb continued his all- 
star play by reaching a career-high 23 
kills and 12 digs, giving him his second 
double-double of the season. The 49ers 
(7-3, 5-2 Mountain Pacific Sports Fed- 
eration) also had plenty of help from Ju- 
nior Dalton Ammerman, who compiled 
11 kills, 12 digs and four blocks. 

LBSU made a 6-2 run midway 
through the first set to give itself an 
early edge, but CBU (4-4, 1-2 MPSF) 
stayed within reach after capitalizing 
on four straight points. The 49ers then 
distanced themselves for a brief mo- 
ment after kills from Ammerman and 
Crabb put them up 23-20 and forced 
CBU to take a timeout. 

The timeout was followed by three 
straight Lancer points to tie it up. That 
gave them the home-crowd momentum 
they needed to finish off the set and 
take a 28-26 win. 

The Lancers carried their momentum 
into the second set by going up 10-6 ear- 
ly. LBSU was able to battle back to knot 


things up at 17 though, and an ace from 
junior Connor Olbright and a set-ending 
kill from Freshman Taylor Gregory ce- 
mented a 25-21 win for The Beach. 

Sets three and four were nail-biting 
affairs for both teams. 

Set three had intense play by Cal 
Baptist’s Guilherme Koepp, who paced 
the Lancers with 21 kills and 10 digs, 
and Levi Cabral, who finished the night 
with 18 kills. LBSU found a way to 
match them point-for-point, however, 
and finished off the third set with a 
powerful kill from Crabb to earn a 27- 
25 win and a 2-1 lead overall. 

In the fourth set, a double block from 
Gregory and junior Jeff Ornee gave 
LBSU the chance it needed to put an 
end to a Lancer comeback attempt. Se- 
nior Colton Echave’s kill gave the ‘Nin- 
ers a 25-23 win in the set and sealed the 
deal with a 3-1 match victory. 

LBSU will now shift its focus to 
Provo, Utah, where it will take on the 
nation’s top-ranked team. 

No. 1 BYU (5-1, 4-0 MPSF) has been 
on bye after sweeping UC San Diego last 
week. Junior Taylor Sander is a standout 
on the court for the Cougars, as he aver- 
ages 3.86 kills and 1.32 digs per set. 

The Cougars rose to No. | by way 
of defeating defending national cham- 
pion UC Irvine earlier in the season. In 
what proved to be the biggest win of the 
year so far for the Cougars, BYU took 
down UCI 3-1 ina match that likely had 
noise decibels reaching all-time highs 
in Smith Fieldhouse. 

LBSU will look to filter out the noise 
that the Smith Fieldhouse is known for 
and pull off the upset. The match will 
be. aired live on BYUtv and is set to 
start at 6 p.m.
